To the new cyelist the open

One of the commonest is for tho 
enthuslast to be misled by a fol- 
fowing wind on the outward jour- 
noy : 

A following wind in not often 
really notienble. It frequently 
waftsa the cycHat along without his 
fully realising: the cause of the 
easy going, Jit’ when he turna in 
the homaward direction the — full 
penalty has to be pald. F 

Therefore, before venturing out 
on a ride take note of the direction 

- and xatrength of the wind, 
EASY IN TIEE WIND 

If there are two of you, and the 
wind is fleree, considerable help 
can he gained by taking turns in 
making the pace, the second, cyclist 
following closely ‘on the wheel o 
the first, and receiving a full 
measure of shelter. Sheltor can 
alno be obtained behind cara or 
hunes, although yreat care must. be 
takon not to follow. too closely, or 
a sudden halt might end in disas- 


ler. . 
, Tramlines tire another pitfall, 
specinily on wel days. Always 


cross al as near to right-angles 4s 
possible to avoid skids. Braking 
on 4 wet surface {8 often disna- 
trous, If. is advisable to apply both 
Srakes‘al once, with’ a steady gen- 
tle pressure, the rear brake being 
applicd a trifle more firmly than 
the front. Never attempt to stop 
suddenly with the front brake—it's 
ue bad for the face. : 
TO GET YOU HOME ~

“ways find some mothod of. getting 
home, however serious the damago 
may be. A puncture outfit should 
always be carried, but men have 
‘riddon home on a wheel ‘stuffed 
with grass or rag. A plece cut 
from a tobacco pouch or the wal 
of a tyre can be used for a patch, 
a lighted match being used to vul- 
canise the ‘rubber in place of solu- 
tion. 

A bad burst in a cover can bo
